to the United States, It took this action despat« 
opposing p ressu re of b eet su gar growers in ou r 
Rocky Mou ntain states and cane growers in

Hinshaw tried to 
p rom ote several deals with the dictator, finally 
overstayed his welcome. Tru jillo paid his b ills. 
Hinshaw, when qu eried b y this colu mn as to 
why he had not registered as a foreign agent, 
as requ ired if an A m erican works for or accep ts 
fu nds to rep resent a foreign governm ent, said 
tha t he did not do any work for Tru jillo. 
Inform ed that som e people registered if they 
received expenses from a foreign governm ent, 
Hinshaw adm itted that his expenses were paid, 
b u t did not agree that he shou ld have registered. 
U nder the foreign registraticm act there is 
nothing wrong ab ou t an Am erican working for 
a foreign governm ent, b u t it specified that the 
A m erican pu b lic has a right to know when 
someone is so working.

Bu t a m an can want plenty that will do neither 
him nor his neighb or any good. 
.And if m an 
lived precisely according to the tru th of his own 
lower natu re, it wou ld doom orderly society. 
Thu s there are cu stom s and laws created from 
right-m indedness, the b u lw ark to m an’s p rotec­ 
tion to him self and society. And so people are 
sp ared this living ou t the “ tru e p ictu re” of 
them selves. To think otherwise is to b e m orally 
p rim itive. 
Flesh m agazines are slanted toward the weak- 
m inded and the you ng, to innocent, easily b ru ised 
cu riosities. It is this that shou ld anger society. 
Hitherto sm all, indignant com m u nity grou ps have 
b een 
b attling 
indecent 
pu b lications 
virtu ally 
single-handed. The action taken b y the grand 
ju ry in Union Cou nty su ggests that Connecticu t 
grou p s take their fight to the cou nty b ar asso­ 
ciations, to the sta te’s attorney’s office, in an 
•ffort to tu rn the tide against indecent m aga­ 
zines. 
Connecticu t has laws protecting itseif

His ap p earances in thu b ackgrou nd 
of the P resident’s nation-wide telecasts haven't 
hu rt his p restige m W ashington w here m u ch 
depends on influ ence. 
Colonel Moore has m ade several trip s to the 
tightly controlled island of the Carib b ean; has 
som etim es taken his fam ily along. Du ring one 
of these trip s he negotiated a highly com p licated 
su gar deal with the American-owned b u t Tru jillo- 
tolerated Sou th Pu erto-Rican Su gar Com pany. 
'This involved 7,000 tons of “ green su ga r;” 
which Moore got shipped into the USA as hog 
feed. 
This classification m eant first that the 
su gar was never cou nted against the Dominican 
qu ota. 
Second, it passed throu gh cu stom s with a 
cheap er tariff rate. As b lackstrap m olasses for 
cattle or hog feed it paid a du ty of 1,5 cents 
p er hu ndred pou nds instead of 66.5 cents p er 
hu ndred charged for green su gar. 
L ater the 
U.S. Cu stoms Bu reau reversed itself and de­ 
manded the 66.5 cent ra te on M oore’s ship m ent. 
Later a considerate Congress p assed 
a law 
exempting “ green su gar” from the high tariff 
rate, thou gh too late to affect M oore’s ship m ent. 
Bu t even m ore considerate friends in Con­ 
gress then introdu ced a b ill which wou ld give 
Colonel 
Moore’s 
ship m ent 
sp ecial 
treatm ent. 
It wou ld m ake the lower tariff rate retroactive 
to Ju ne 30. 1955. By happy coincidence this wou ld 
apply chiefly to Colonel Moore, since his 7,000- 
ton im p ort is the only m ajor shipm ent affected. 
This helpfu l b ill was introdu ced b y Senator 
Jack Kennedy, D em ocratic asp irant for p resi­ 
dent, and Congressm an Phil Philb in, another 
D em ocrat, also of M assachu setts. 
L ater Ken­ 
nedy took his nam e off the b ill, b u t Congressm an 
Hale Boggs of Lou isiana, 
another Dem ocrat, 
prom p tly pu t his nam e on in.stead.
